The purpose of this article is to 
give you a better understanding of this association and how 
it concerns you. 

The N.C. A. isa voluntary association of eetoneint sch- 
ools and colleges. 
The association has memb- 
ers from 19 states. The members are the administrators 
from selected schools throughout these states. They form 
the various committees that make up the organization. The 
duties and procedures of these committees are as follows: 

Each school in the association submits an annual report of 
specific information which is examined by the state com— 
mittee. 
reports from theirown states. After reviewing the inform- 
ation the committee makes recommendations for improve- 
ments. Ifas chool or college is below the standards set 
by the association, it is warned or even dropped. The sch- 
ools are evaluated according tothe results of a co-operative 
study which gives the criteria for the evaluation of secon- 
dary schools. This criteria deals with everything from the 
size of classes and the length of class periods to specifi - 
cations of teaching and student-faculty problems.

state advisory committee this year. Mr. Wiltse served on 
state committees for eight years,and has been a member of 
The nation- 
al committee is now working on the revision of the evalua- 
tive criteria for 1960.

Our school is accredited and our credits are good 
anywhere. We areeligible for entrance to any college with- 
out an entrance examination.
